Nixon turns 60, looks ahead 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President., 


Nixon, observing his milestone 60th 
birthday today, says he "hopes to do 
great things'* in the first four years of his 
seventh decade. 


He doesn't feel old, he says. And to 


keep thinking young he suggests 
looking to the future, not the past, and 
staying in contact with younger people. 


Nixon granted a birthday-eve inter- 


view to two news-service reporters, 
provided the discussion was limited 
solely to his birthday reflections. He 
took time out from working on his 
inagural address for a 25-minute talk in 
his Executive Office Building hideaway. 


The President said he doesn't like 


observing birthdays annually anymore 
and prefers to make note of them only 


on the decades—"every 10 years." 


He cited his 10-year milestones start- 


ing at age 20 when he was "a junior in 
college, majoring in history and 
English, going out for football— "but 1 
never made the team." 


At 30, he was in Bougainville in the 


South Pacific in World War II. At 40. he 
had just been elected vice president. At 
50. he was just defeated for the gover- 
norship of California and at 60. just 
re-elected for a second presidential 
term. 


Never in those decades, "least of all at 


50. did I expect to be here at this time at 
60." Nixon commented. 


The President plans to celebrate his 


birthday tonight with his wife. Pat. 
daughters Tricia Cox and Julie 


Eisenhower, his long-time personal 
secretary. Rose Mary Woods, and close 
Florida friend C.G. "Bebe" Rebozo. 


He said he expects his daughters and 


Rebozo, who recently turned 60 himself 
will give him a "pretty good kidding" 
about passing the milestone. 


Nixon would not set an ideal age for 


the presidency because so much 
depends on the needs of the nation and 
the times, he said. But "thepresidency is 
a very demanding position, physically, 
mentally and emotionally." Unless a 
man has "a remarkable physique in all 
these respects he should not seek the 
presidency at an age up in the late 60s." 
Nixon said. 


The chief executive said there were 


plenty of exceptions and he pointed to 


men in their 70s and 80s that he had 
known, including President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower. German Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer, French President 
Charles de GauHe and Japanese Prime 
Minister Shigeru Yoshida. All these 
men. Nixon said, "did not look back, 
they were not living in the past, they 
were living in the future." 


"Never slow down the brain, never 


slow down the spiritual heart, then age 
is not going to pull you down." the 
President said.

Summons of fax 
papers allowed 


WASHINGTON (AP) —The govern- 


ment has a right to compel bookkeepers 
and accountants to turn over 'tax 
records of their clients, the Supreme 
Court held today by a 7-2 vote. 
. 


While specifically avoiding a hard and 


fast rule, the majority said a Roanoke, 
Va., restaurant operator had no right to 
assert her Fifth Amendment privilege 
against self-incnmination when her 
bookkeeper was hit with an Internal 
Revenue summons for her tax 
records. 


In dissent. Justice William O. Douglas 


said the decision could lead to govern- 
ment invasions of privacy which will 
"stultify the exchange of ideas that we 
have considered crucial to our 
democracy." 


Writing for the majority. Justice 


Lewis F. Powell Jr. said, "it is important 
to reiterate that the Fifth Amendment 
privilege is a personal privilege: It 
adheres basically to the person, not to 
the information which may incriminate 
him." 


"The criterian for Fifth Amendment 


immunity remains not the ownership of 
property, but the 'physical or moral 


compulsion exerted, 
Powell wrote 


quoting from an earlier decision? 


The case arose when Mrs. Lillian V. 


Couch appealed a Richmond Circuit 
Court decision which upheld the sum- 
mons to her tax consultant. She claimed 
that the summons violated'her Fifth 
Amendment rights and her rights under 
the Fourth Amendment to be free from 
unreasonable searches and seizures. 
Her records for 1964-1968 were sum- 
moned from Harold L. Shaffer, a 
bookkeeper who has aided Mrs. Couch 
with her taxes from his office above a 
drug store since 1955.

sources reported today. 


The U.S. Command announced today 


that an Air Force F4 Phantom shot 
down a MIG21 along the 2Qth parallel 
Sunday when it threatened a flight of 
B52s. 


U.S. sources outside the Command 


indicated today that Hanoi Radio was 
not lying when it reported last week 
that U.S. fighters escorting reconnais- 


sance planes attacked antiaircraft 
defenses in Hoa Bmh Province south of 
Hanoi. The U.S. Command denied at the 
time that American planes had bombed 
pre-selected targets above the 20th 
parallel, but it refused to comment on 
reconnaissance operations and what 
action fighter escorts might have taken. 


It was the fifth MIG reported downed 


by U.S. crews since Dec. 18. The U.S 
Command said a total of 183 North 
Vietnamese jets have been downed 
during the war.

Rebel army goes into action in Rhodesia 


LONDON (AP) — Under a moonless 


sky on the night of Dec. 21 ragged 
trousered raiders opened fire with 
rockets and bullets on Marc De 
Borchgrave's lonely farm house in the 
Zambezi Valley of Rhodesia. 


Two nights later the black guerrillas 


struck again, against neighbor Archie 
Dagleish's place, where the De 
Borchgraves had taken refuge. 


Within a few hours, a Jeepload of four 


Rhodesian soldiers taking part in a big 
sweep ran over a land mine. 


The world's newest "liberation army" 


was in action. It even has its own Ho Chi 
Minh Trail, meandering from base 
camps in neighboring Mozambique to 
Uie sunbaked bushlands of northeast 
Rhodesia, 120 miles north of Salisbury, 


the capital. 


Equipped also, so the Rhodesians say, 


with a modern armory of weapons from 
the Soviet Union or China. 


The Zimbabwe African National 


Liberation Army, or Zanla, has vowed 
to wrest Rhodesia — which it calls 
Zimbabwe — from the grip of Premier 
Ian Smith's white minority govern- 
ment 


Since they still hope to play a role in 


Rhodesia, the British are following with 
great interest these developments in the 
African territory that declared its 
independence in 1965. 


British experts think the black 


guerrillas have a long way to go and a lot 
to learn before they can pose any real 
threat to Smith's forces. In eight years 


of sporadic campaigning, they have 
achieved little. 


Yet authorities here acknowledge the 


danger to the white regime is certain to 
increase as Zanla improves its tech- 
niques and its links with rebel 
movements in neighboring countries. 
The nearest and strongest of these is the 
Front for the Liberation of Mozam- 
bique, or Frelimo. By ambushes, night 
raids, mining of roads and railroads, 
Frelimo for years has pinned down 
thousands of Portuguese troops. 


New fighting in northeast Rhodesia 


also creates yet another front Tor 
Smith's limited forces. Already he has 
1,000 miles of frontier to defend 
eastward against incursions from 
Frelimo units in Mozambique, to the 


northwest against Zanla raids from 
Zambia, and on the southwest where 
Rhodesia meets Botswana. He is being 
helped by South African police units, 
and he is pressing for ever fiercer action 
by Portuguese forces. 


This week Smith called up army, 


police and air force reservists to meet 
the developing emergency. 


On Monday, a South African police 


car detonated a mine close to the 
Rhodesian-Zambian border, killing two 
South African policeman and injuring 
two others and three Rhodesians. The 
Rhodesian government said pamphlets 
from a terrorist organization operating 
in Zambia were found at the scene, and 
today it closed the border with.Zambia. 
The Salisbury government demanded 


that the Zambian government "no 
longer permit terrorists to operate 
against Rhodesia from their territory." 


The British are hoping that time and 


experience will yet convince Smitn's 
regime that its ultimate salvation lies in 
a constitutional settlement with Bri»ain. 


Along with the security problem, 


Rhodesia now is in the grip of a choking 
drought. It still remains an outlaw 
among most nations. Old friends in 
Australia and New Zealand have lost 
power. Continuation of sanctions will 
go on sapping the country's economy. 


All these things, in London's eyes, 


should strengthen the case of those 
Rhodesians who argue for a 
compromise with Britain.

NEW YORK (AP) — Gene Shaiit will 


join the regular cast of NBC's "Today" 
show next Monday. So prepare yourself. 
He's a wild man in both word and 
appearance. 


He's also one of the few movie critics 


in this hamlet with a sense of humor, a 
serious crime in Manhattan reviewing 
circles. 


Physically, he resembles a free-lance 


anarchist. His hair goes in all directions 
and he sports a thick black mustache. 


Some of us already know him as the 


movie critic whose reviews are seen on 
WNBC-TV here, KNBC-TV in Los An- 
geles and 100 other assorted NBC 
television affiliates around the land. 


Others may know him as the guy who 


writes zany outbursts for the Ladies 
Home Journal. Newsday and Sport 
magazine. 


Still others may know him as the 


movie reviewer on NBC's "Monitor" 
radio show or as the "Today" book 
editor since 1969. 


It'll be good to see him turned loose on 


a thrice-a-week basis on "Today," 
where he'll continue as book editor, but 
he also will have a crack at sports and 
the lighter side of life, if such still exists. 


The Shaiit television style is hard to 


put in print. When he's deciphering a 
film for the citizenry, his eyebrows rise 
and fall with vigor and he makes no 
bones abut his likes and dislikes. 


His approach basically is that of a guy 


who bumps into a pal at the neigh- 
borhood tavern and tells him he's just 
seen a movie. A dog of a movie, somet- 
imes. A great flick, at other times. 


But he never proclaims the film " a 


profoundly moving experience" or 
some such lofty bilge. That's the best 
part about him. He works in plain 
English, with sharp, funny observat- 
ions. 


Shaiit was born 41 years ago in 


Manhattan. He came to broadcasting in 
a roundabout way. He started off as a 
freelance writer, than began doing a 
column forthe Ladies Home Journal. He 
also became movie critic for the now- 
defunct Look magazine. 


He was at work committing scrivened 


mayhem one day when the phone rang. 
An NBC executive was on the other end. 


"He said. "I've been reading some of 


the things you write, and I've been 
wondering,'" Shaiit recalled. '"Do you 
think you can talk out loud the way you 
write?"' 


Whereupon Shaiit went to audition 


for NBC radio. The rest is history, but he 
still gives his audition bad reviews. 


"I tended to orate," he said. "Instead 


of talking to one person I was talking to 
"the multitudes' and that's not the way 
to do it. Now, it never occurs to me that 
anybody's watching or listening. And 
maybe they're not." 


That's a bad attitude for a New York 


Critic. Shaiit, a bad attitude. And a 
welcome one.

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Dr. G. C. Thosfeson 
Surgery only answer 
for -dropped bladder9 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I have never 


read in your column about a dropped 
bladder. I am past 65 andjifting. etc.. 
caused my bladder to drop'down into 
the vagina. It is very uncomfortable. 


This happened five months ago and I 


was wondering if it goes on unattended 
what the results will be. Does it ever 
repair itself without surgery? I do some 
exercises for it which the doctor gave 
me, but it still drops. I would like to 
hear from you before I resort to sur- 
gery. - Mrs. T. M. 


This condition is called cystocele. I'm 


rather surprised you haven't read prior 
comments about it. It is a rather com- 
mon problem in women. 


It is involved with a loss of strength 


in the tissues which normally support 
the bladder, so gravity lets it descend 
where it doesn't belong. (Strain of 
childbirth earlier in life often has a 
bearing on development of the trouble 
later.) I doubt that lifting had anything 
to do with it. 


Exercises may help a little but the 


condition is not one that can ever repair 
itself. The answer is surgery — which, I 
gather, your doctor has recommended, 
but you want somebody else to say the 
same thing. Well. I do. Surgical repair is 
not a serious undertaking, but it is 
something that needs to be done. 


If you don't have it attended to. the 


discomfort will go on. and there is the 
possibility of developing inflammation 
of the bladder and very possibly other 
urinary tract infections. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I would like to 


know the difference between high and 
low blood pressure. Are the symptoms 
the same? If not. what is the difference. 
—E. A. 


Blood pressure is simply the amount 


of force or pressure which pushes blood 
through your arteries. When we are 
young and our arteries are supple, the 
blood flows easily, and pressure is 
moderate. As arteries harden, it takes 
more pressure, and high blood pressure 
develops. (There are other factors in- 
volved in this, too.) 


The symptoms of high or low blood 


pressure are distinctly different, but I 
hesitate to attempt an explanation in 
the space available here. Why don't you 
send for my booklet, "Controlling Your 
Blood Pressure"?

Direction makes no difference, with 


the possible exception that if a person is 
subject to ingrown hairs, one direction 
or the other may be preferable. Direc- 
tion of shaving, as well as shaving itself, 
has no effect on hair growth. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I am 15 and a 


diabetic. I was told by some people that: 


— Diabetics do not grow in height 


after age 15. 


— Female diabetics have premature 


babies. If true. I would like to know 
why. — S.A. 


First statement wrong. Not true. 
Second: not true of all. Female 


diabetics, it is true, do not handle preg- 
nancy as well as nondiabetics. Prema- 
ture births and stillbriths are frequent 
but with good medical supervision 
many births are normal. 


One theory about the troubles in 


pregnancy is that the disease causes 
premature "aging" of the placenta. 
That is, blood vessel changes occur that 
cause the placenta to be less efficient 
toward the end of the pregnancy. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: What is 


"elevated uric acid level in the blood" 
and how can it be treated? — A.L. 


It means there's more uric acid in the 


blood than there should be. Uricosuric 
agents (drugs which reduce uric acid) 
are the principal treatment. Diet is of 
secondary importance. 


Elevated uric acid is the basic 


characteristic of gout and of some 
types of kidney stones, so it is impor- 
tant to control uric acid. Ninety per 
cent of those with a uric acid level 
above 9 m.g. eventually develop gout. 


If for either reason you need to 


reduce your uric acid, I refer you to my 
booklet, "Gout: The modern Way to 
Stop It."

The pure food laws require such a 


statement on items containing artificial 
sweeteners because, after all, sugar is a 
food. The artificial sweeteners do not 
provide any nourishment. • 


The phraseology does not. of course, 


specify why a person "has to restrict 
intake of sweets." That leaves it open 
for those who restrict sweets in order to 
lose weight. 


New Congress' schedule 
dotted by buying problems

| WASHINGTON - Consumer issues 
tiave gained an unusually high place on 
Jhe list of activities planned in the new 
pongress. 
• In the past, such matters have 
received more attention during the 
second year rather than the first year of 
each Congress. But that pattern may 
change this time if preliminary indica- 
tions are accurate. 
; Perhaps the main reason for the extra 
mterest in consumer issues is the large 
Dumber of them left simmering because 
of bitter, losing battles last year. 
• At the top of the list is the so-called 
Consumer Protection Agency measure. 
Consumer advocates fought Adminis- 
tration and industry forces for several 
years, then saw a filibuster kill the most 
promising proposal near the end of the 
last session. 
• The main dispute is over the degree 
of power which should be given to the 
p.lanned agency. Proponents want 
broad authority to intervene in the 
actions of other agencies. They feel 
s<>-called public agencies all too often 
wind up in the arms of special interests. 


; Opponents of a strong agency con- 


tend that there are already enough 
government branches protecting con- 
sumers. They say the proposed bill 
would hamstring, rather than help, 
federal action in behalf of the public. 


;in view of the attention already given 


to this issue and the new complexion of 
Congress, chances of the stronger 
mjeasure passing Congress are con- 
sidered better than ever before. 


^Prospects also have improved for 


passage of a federal no-fault auto in- 
surance law. A much debated bill to 
that effect was shelved near the end of 
the last session by only throe votes in 
thp Senate. If Ralph Nader finally 


decides to push such a measure, 
approval is certain. 


The outspoken consumer advocate 


refused to support the bill despite a 
solid front among other consumer 
leaders. Critics suggested that his 
refusal was linked to the efforts of the 
Center for Auto Safety, a group he 
helped form, to get a $IO:000 grant from 
the American Tria! Lawyers Associa- 
tion, the principal group fighting the 
no-fault concept. Nader calls such a 
suggestion untrue. A change in the bill 
may win over Nader. 


Another major item is the bill to 


require warranties to be written in 
clearer language. The same bill sought 
to strengthen the powers of the Federal 
Trade Commission so the agency can 
act faster in stopping deceptive prac- 
tices. 


The Senate passed the measure, but 


it died in a House pigeon hole, mainly 
because of industry opposition to the 
FTC section. If the sections are split 
apart into two bills, as key legislators 
propose to do, the warranty proposal is 
expected to breeze through Congress. 


Another bill likely to get much at- 


tention is the Credit Billing Act. This 
measure is designed to prohibit interest 
charges on monthly bill items already 
paid and require creditors to correct 
billing errors promptly. A bill with 
these proposals stripped away passed 
the Senate but not the House. 


Public hearings will draw attention 


to health care problems, "truth" in 
advertising proposals and a sweeping 
measure by Senator Philip Hart. D 
Mich., to break up the largest industries 
into smaller, more competitive units.

Pregnant girls 
find child care 
in curriculum 


By COURTENAY C ANN AD Y 
Associated Press Writer 
BALTIMORE (AP) - With math, 


science and social studies, the required 
courses at Edgar Allen Poe High School 
include prenatal health and child care. 


All of the school's students are preg- 


nsfnt 
•STeen-age pregnancy, in fact, is a 
prerequisite to enroll at Poe. 


"Being pregnant is a traumatic 


experience for many girls, and they need 
to be away from their peers to regroup 
their forces," explains Poe's principal, 
Vivian Washington. 


The 520 pregnant teen-agers enrolled 


at the 7-year-old public school also are 
keeping up with students in other high 
schools and preparing for jobs and 
motherhood. 


"The girls have strong feelings about 


themselves, that maybe they're not 
good persons," said Mrs. Washington, 
but "we say, -All right,... what are you 
going to do about the future?' 


"You're going to be a parent, re- 


sponsible for another life. But first you 
must be responsible for yourself.'" 


While at Poe. the girls also must be 


enrolled in health- clinics and social- 
service programs. Nutritionists and 
doctors pay regular calls to supplement 
the care. 


The curriculum is designed to ease the 


teen-agers' return to their former high 
schools or find jobs after delivery. They 
may transfer to their former schools six 
weeks after a post-delivery medical 
checkup. 
Poe alumnae who do not return to 


finish high school get help finding work 
from job placement coordinator Jean 
Bowman, who says she helped find jobs 
for 187 girls last year. 


The dropout rate is low, according to 


teachers, because attendance is not 
compulsory. "It's much more satisfying, 
because they want to be here," says 
business education teacher Ruth Wil- 
more, one of 22 faculty members. 


Mrs. Washington describes Poe as a 


kind of crisis center where pregnant 
teen-agers can count on support from 
their classmates and teachers in an 
informal atmosphere. 


Along with a brisk student turnover, 


one of the toughest problems is "punc- 
turing the unreality" which accom- 
panies many expectant mothers to Poe, 
said Lois White, a job placement staffer.

MADISON — A 22-year-old 


Kimberly man who died in a fire 
here Monday morning died a 
hero, according to workers in a 
care center for the elderly. 


Allen Philipsen, son of Mr. and 


Mrs. George Philipsen, 438 S. 
Washington St., Kimberly, who 
was a graduate student at the 
University of Wisconsin, died of 
smoke inhalation in the blaze at 
the Allen Hall Residential Care 
Center near the U W campus. 


Rolland 
Peterson, 
60, 


Madison, a resident of the 
private facility, also died from 
smoke inhalation, while eight 
others were injured, two of them 
critically. 


"He gave his life for the people 


in this building," Mrs. Marcia 
Verhoeven, director of the 
center, said of Philipsen, who 
lived in the building and worked 
as a part-time 
switchboard 


operator. 


Philipsen reportedly ran to the 


fourth floor of the 10-story 
building to investigate reports 
that smoke was coming from a 
room. 


"From what we've been able 


to piece together, Allen took an 
extinguisher with him. When he 
saw there was a fire he phoned 
back to the desk," Mrs. 
Verhoeven said. 


"He then went into the room, 


managed to turn over the burn- 
ing mattress, discharge the ex- 
tinguisher and pull the resident 
out of the room." Firemen 
believed the mattress was ignit- 
ed by a burning cigarette. 


Mrs. Verhoeven said Philipsen 


could have left the building from 
an exit across the'hall from the 
room, but according to reports 
from some of the nearly 80 
senior citizens in the facility, he 
stayed to help them evacuate. 


The residents were taken^p-a 


nearby university-dormitory,*; 
while firemen contained the 
blaze to the fourth 
floor. 


Damage was estimated at • 
$55,000. 


The nursing home, formerly a 


private dormitory and office 
building, had been rated by the 
state as fire resistant. State of- 
ficials said the 
reinforced 


concrete structure did not 
require a sprinkler system, and 
that the enclosed stairwells 
helped keep the flames from 
spreading to the other floors. 


Philipsen was a 1972 graduate 


in physiology and had been a 
member of the UW varsity row- 
ing team. 


He was a 1968 graduate of 


Kimberly High School, where he 
served as president of the senior 
class and president of the 
student council. He was a 1967 
representative of Badger Boys' 
State, a 1967 nominee of the 
Wisconsin Michigan Power Co.

Conference on the Atom in 
Chicago, and was the 1968 
recipient of the Bausche and 
Lomb honorary science award 
at Kimberly High School. 


He is survived by his parents;

Kenneth, of Chadron, Neb., and 
Clement, also of Kimberly. 


Funeral services are pending

The feasibility of establishing a cen- 


tral Catnolic junior high school in 
Appleton to bring the educational 
program in line with the city's public 
school system will be studied by a 
special committee of the Appleton Area 
Board of Catholic Education. 


The committee, which will be headed 


by Ralph Whitehead, was set up loosely 
Monday at the area board meeting after 
a lengthy discussion of the enrollments 
in grades 5-8 in the Catholic elementary 
schools. 


The idea of the 6-3-3 system for the 


Catholic schools is not new. It had been 
discussed on occasion in the past, when 


Xavier High School was operating over 
capacity. At that time there was some 
thought of building a new facility to 
house grades 7-9, alleviating the 
overcrowded conditions at Xavier by 
removing the ninth grade. 


The thinking now, however, is that 


with the decline in Xavier enrollment, 
which has gone from about 1.300 to 550 
in the past seven years, a central junior 
high school could be housed at the 
Catholic high. 


"It could be a solution to some of the 


problems for all of us." one of the 
priests at the area board meeting said. 


It would make full use of Xavier, 


centralize the educational process for 
that level, eliminate fragmentation on 


the elementary level and make the 
educational shift from one level to the 
next more fluid, the priest said. 


One of the main reasons for the 


decline in enrollment in the last three 
grades in the Catholic elementary 
schools in Appleton was the fact that 
parents wanted their children to take 
courses which would make the transi- 
tion into high school a fluid one. 


That was indicated on a study made 


by Whitehead's committee, which he 
distributed to the board Monday. 


It indicated that some courses, such 


as languages, physical education, in- 
dustrial arts, home economics and 
music, either were missing or offered

Finance plan suicidal/ 
St. Therese tells Xavier 


A financial support plan for Xaviei 


High School, which had been tenta- 
tively adopted by seven parishes in 
Appleton, has been rejected as "finan- 
cially disastrous" by one parish — St 
Therese. 


In a strongly worded letter sent to 


the Rev. John Mullarkey, Xavier coor- 
dinator, the parish council questioned 
the very need for Xavier High School 
while the financial plan was termed 
unrealistic and suicidal. 


The letter, read to St. Therese 


parishioners Sunday, said that the 
"availability of good quality public 
schools in our community makes one 
wonder about the valid duplications ot 
educational facilities in exclusive 
religious schools." 


The plan, which was devised earlier 


in the school year by a committee ol 
laymen from each parish, Mullarkey 
and a member of the Xavier board, is 
known as the Harrisburg Plan. 


Under the plan, each parish would 


pay a certain amount according to 
three factors: Net income of the parish 
(general income minus 10 per cent of 
the debt); number of parishioners, and 
the location (accessibility) of the parish 
in regard to Xavier High. 


The plan was to be implemented next 


fiscal year, beginning July 1. A varia- 
tion on the plan is used in other cen- 
tralized Catholic high schools in the 
diocese, according to Mullarkey. 


In the St. Therese letter, the parish 


officials state that "in our opinion, the 


plan revealed some glaring unanswered 
questions and unrealistic proposals. 


"Our council voted unanimously 


Nov. 14 to reject any plan and proposes 
to adhere to the present means of 
financial support for Xavier." 


The present plan of support is $125 


toward the cost of the tuitio'n for each 
child from the parish attending Xavier. 


The debt retirement is separate with 


each parish paying a certain percen- 
tage. The Harrisburg idea would group 
the operational and capital expendi- 
tures along with the debt retirement. 


"The plan was conceived with the 


hope of using the money more for 
education rather than debt retirement." 
according to Mullarkey, who also stat- 
ed in an interview that the final figure 
for each parish would be about the 
same in the long run. 


The letter to Mullarkey from St. 


Therese was signed by Richard Radloff, 
president of the parish council: Ron 
Conrad, parish treasurer; and the Rev. 
J. L. Bestler, pastor. 


It contested Mullarkey's idea that the 


cost would even out. "We believe the 
proposed plan would bring financial 
disaster to St. Therese. Our committee 
and those whom they consulted feel 
that to support your proposal would be 
financial suicide for the parish," it read. 


"You are not asking support of 


Xavier but you are asking us to pledge 
the income of the parish for a long 
period of years. To take 10 per cent of 
our income for 15 years to support an 


institution that has no immediate pros- 
pect of balancing its operating ex- 
penses and an even bleaker future for 
successful support is truly a folly," the 
letter charged. 


Discussing a presentation of the plan 


which Mullarkey had presented to the 
parish officials, the letter also stated 
that "We are safe in saying that your 
salary predictions are low for the com- 
ing year deficits. The number of quality 
religious is decreasing and the yearly 
increase in their salaries can only make 
the deficit greater than anticipated." 


"When public supported schools can 


offer more in curriculum for a wide 
variety of students, why spend energy 
and money on a small exclusive group 
of students who could benefit both 
themselves and others by using facili- 
ties of an enriched program? 


"We cannot dismiss this grave divid- 


ing force within our parish," the letter 
stated. 


However, a comment attached to the 


letter stated that "We believe there are 
some great values in being educated in 
a religious school. We have proved this 
idea by our fine new programs of per- 
sonalized instruction. We will continue 
to improve the quality here with good 
teachers," it promised. 


"But we must be realistic. A majority 


of our students must be cared for in a 
religious education program only. This 
demands more attention and greater 
expenditures than we gave it in the

on a limited basis in the elementary 
schools. 


In many cases, the board agreed, the 


problem was that individual schools 
could not afford specialized teachers, 
but probably would be able to do so in a 
centralized junior high school. 


The idea of a central junior high is 


made even more attractive because of 
the fear that, due to financial problems, 
some of the parishes may consider 
dosing some of the grades, and so force 
even more pupils to attend public 
schools. 


To date, St. Therese is the only one of 


the seven parishes with day schools 
which no longer has grades 7 and 8, but 
others already have thought about it. 


"There is no question that if the 


schools don't have the last two grades, 
Xavier suffers as well. Once you lose 
the pupils to the public junior high 
school, they more than likely will con- 
tinue their course of study at the public 
high school." one of the board members 
said. 


There are facts to bear this out and 


Whitehead's committee had made a 
study in recent weeks to determine the 
enrollment statistics in the past few 
years, and find out the reasons for the 
decreases. 


The survey, taken at six Catholic 


elementary schools in the city, shows 
that since 1968. there has been a 28.6 per

Van Susteren said Monday that 


Roemer was to start work this morning, 
but the judge has since said he will wait 
to see what action the board takes 
before determining if he will seek for- 
mal approval of his appointment. 


County Welfare Director James E. 


Stampp told The Post-Crescent that he 
will disregard Van Susteren's appoint- 
ment and will continue his search for a 
marriage counselor that meets state 
qualifications.

Stampp said he had recommended 


the counselor have a master's degree in 
social work. Roemer graduated from 
Lawrence College in 1933 with a 
bachelor of philosophy degree with 
majors in sociology and economics. He 
said he worked for the county welfare 
department, as a caseworker, for two 
years. 


Plans were to offset the conselor's 


salary with state and federal reimburse- 
ments of 86 percent. There would be 
reimbursement only if the counselor is 
hired through the Outagamie County 
Department of Social Services. 


Van Susteren said today he has 


learned that Roemer does not possess 
all of the rigid qualifications set down 
by the state for the welfare department 
position. So he will ask that the county 
either foot the $11,000 salary or seek 
other sources of reimbursement. He 
said he is considering the possibility of 
Roemer's hiring under the federal 
government's Emergency Employment 
Act (EEA). Several other county 
employees have been hired with EEA 
funds. 


County Board Chairman Russell 


DeLaHunt said he doesn't know where 
the county money would come from to 
pay Roemer. 


Supv. Eugene Kloes of Appleton 


questioned whether the county board 
should concern itself with the Roemer 
controversy. DeLaHunt ruled that it 
should be taken up "for the good of 
total county government" and because 
hiring a counselor apparently is con tin 
gent on the availability of outside 
funding. 


Besides, DeLaHunt told supervisors, 


if the board does not act, Roemer's 
authority as marriage counselor could 
be challenged in the future. 


The November board resolution 


authorizing the hiring of a marriage 
counselor and cutting the family court 
commissioner's job back to half-time 


did not specify who will name the 
counselor. 


Van Susteren said he was assured by

In the liability field, he suggested the 


:ounty examine • an umbrella-type 
policy for disaster protection and also 
look into professional liability coverage 
for sheriffs department personnel. 


The present liability policy has bodily 


injury limits of $500,000/$1 million. 
Bluemke suggested lowering that 
policy and having an umbrella policy 
with at least a $2 million limit to protect 
the county in unusual catastrophes.

Starr confirmed that he had 


received "several head coaching 
offers recently." which he described 
as flattering. In his statement, he did 
not identify the teams which 
approached him. but said "one of 
the offers was particularly excit- 
ing." 


"It would have given me a chance 


* to associate with one of the truly 
great orgnizations in this league 
and to work for a sensational 
owner," Starr said. 


"If I were to pursue a coaching

career. I would have done so there." 
Starr said. "Visiting with the 
gentleman confirmed all the respect 
and admiration I had for/him and 
made my decision even tougher." 


"I did hot turn his offer down," 


Starr added. "I simply decided to

Packers this season helped him 
discover "how much football I 
really do know." and added. "I am 
confident I could take a group of 47 
men and field a winning team 
quickly." 


Starr. 39. set a National Football 


League record with a 57.4 pass 
completion percentage in his 16- 
year playing career at Green Bay. 
during which he guided the Packers 
to six divisional titles and five 
league championships, as well as 
two Super Bowl victories. 


Working from the sidelines this 


past season, the second at Green 
Bay for Coach Devine. Starr helped 
direct a Packer resurgence. Green 
Bay. which slumped to a 4-8-2 
record in 1971. posted a 10-4 mark 
andwontheCentral Division title in 
the National Conference. The 
Packers lost to Washington 16-3 in 
the first round of the playoffs.

Badgers had led 29-22. 


"We did a good job on everybody in 


the second half except Conner," 
Powless said. "I didn't think he would do 
that well with his hook shot." 


Illini coach Harv Schmidt said. 


Conner's hook has always been on tap. 
It simply needed a team which would 
allow it a target. 


"He wants to jump shoot all the time," 


Schmidt said. "We want him to hook. In 
the second half, he started hooking and 
got it down. He really played." 


Conner said his hook was a response 


to the Badger defense. 


"I didn't get the ball low in the first 


half," he said. "But when they started 
going to me low in the second half, I 
figured I had better take advantage of it. 
So I started hooking." 


When Wisconsin tied the game for a 


10th time, Tucker's three-point play 
made it 64-61 with 6:12 remaining, and 
Illinois never again trailed. 


The hosts used a stall to hold off the 


visitors in the final two minutes at 72-71. 


A basic element of Wisconsin's 


downfall was poor shooting in general. 
The Badgers, 0-2 in the Big Ten and 5-5 
over-all, converted only 37 per cent of 
their shots from the field.

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Pre-season win over 
Dolphs doesn't mean 
anything to Al/en 


LOS ANGELES (AP) —The last time 


the Miami Dolphins lost a football game 
it was to Washington—but that doesn't 
mean a thing, psychologically or 
otherwise, says Redskin Coach George 
Allen. 


"We used a lot of different people then 


and so did they," Allen said Monday of 
the Redskins' 27-24 preseason triumph 
against the Dolphins, who then 
proceeded to chalk up a perfect 
regular-season record followed by 
playoff victories against Cleveland and 
Pittsburgh.

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N/xon turns 60, looks ahead 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 


Nixon, observing his milestone 60th 
birthday today, says he "hopes to do 
great things" in the first four years of his 
seventh decade. 


He doesn't feel old, he says. And to 


keep thinking young he suggests 
looking to the future, not the past, and 
staying in contact with younger people. 


Nixon granted a birthday-eve inter- 


view to two news-service reporters, 
provided the discussion was limited 
solely to his birthday reflections. He 
took time out-from working on his 
inagural address for a 25-minute talk in 
his Executive Office Building hideaway. 


The President said he doesn't like 


observing birthdays annually anymore 
and prefers to make note of them only 


on the decades—"every 10 years." 


He cited his 10-year milestones start- 


ing at age 20 when he was "a junior in 
college, majoring in history and 
English, going out for football— "but I 
never made the team." 


At 30, he was in Bougainville in the 


South Pacific in World War II. At 40. he 
had just been elected vice president. At 
50, he was just defeated for the gover- 
norship of California and at 60, just 
re-elected for a second presidential 
term. 


Never in those decades, "least of all at 


50. did I expect to be here at this time at 
60," Nixon commented. 


The President plans to celebrate his 


birthday tonight with his wife. Pat. 
daughters Tricia Cox and Julie 


Eisenhower, his long-time personal 
secretary. Rose Mary Woods, and close 
Florida friend C.G. "Bebe" Rebozo. 


He said he expects his daughters and 


Rebozo. who recently turned 60 himself 
will give him a "pretty good kidding" 
about passing the milestone. 


Nixon would not set an ideal age for 


the presidency because so much 
depends on the needs of the nation and 
the times, he said. But "the presidency is 
a very demanding position, physically, 
mentally and emotionally." Unless a 
man has "a remarkable physique in all 
these respects he should not seek the 
presidency at an age up in the late 60s." 
Nixon said. 


The chief executive said there were 


plenty of exceptions and he pointed to 


men in their 70s and 80s that he had 
known, including President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower. German Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer, French President 
Charles de Gaulle and Japanese Prime 
Minister Shigeru Yoshida. All these 
men. Nixon said, "did not look back, 
they were not living in the past, they 
were living in the future." 


"Never slow down the brain, never 


slow down the spiritual heart, then age 
is not going to pull you down," the 
President said. 


Nixon said boredom, rather than 


burdens of office, causes breakdown in 
health, and added that "the presidency 
has many problems but boredom is the 
least of them."

Summons of tax 
papers allowed 


WASHINGTON (AP) —The govern- 


ment has a righrto compel bookkeepers - 
and accountants to turn over tax 
records of their clients, the Supreme 
Court held today by a 7-2 vote. 


While specifically avoiding a hard and 


fast rule, the majority said a Roanoke, 
Va., restaurant operator had no right to 
assert her Fifth Amendment privilege 
against self-incrimination when her 
bookkeeper was hit with an Internal 
Revenue summons for her tax 
records. 


In dissent. Justice William O. Douglas 


said the-decision could lead to govern- 
ment invasions of privacy which will 
"stultify the exchange of ideas that we 
have cons'derpd crucial to our 
democracy." 


Writing for thf, majority, Justice 


Lewis F. Powell Jr. said, "it is important 
to reiterate that the Fifth Amendment 
privilege is a personal privilege: It 
adheres basically to the person, not to 
the information which may incriminate 
him." 


"The criterian for Fifth Amendment 


immunity remains not the ownership of 
property, but the 'physical or moral 


compulsion exerted, 
Powell wrote 


quoting from an earlier decision.' 


The case arose when Mrs. Lillian V. 


Couch appealed a Richmond Circuit 
Court decision which upheld the sum- 
mons to her tax consultant. She claimed 
that the summons violated her Fifth 
Amendment rights and her rights under 
the Fourth Amendment to be free from 
unreasonable searches and seizures. 
Her records for 1964-1968 were sum- 
moned from Harold L. Shaffer, a 
bookkeeper who has aided Mrs. Couch 
with her taxes from his office above a 
drug store since 1955. 


Mrs. Couch maintained that the In- 


ternal Revenue Service was not only 
examining her tax returns but was 
considering criminal prosecution.

increase as Zanla improves its tech- 
niques and its links with rebel 
movements in neighboring countries. 
The nearest and strongest of these is the 
Front for the Liberation of Mozam- 
bique, or Frelimo. By ambushes, night 
raids, mining of roads and railroads, 
Frelimo for years has pinned down 
thousands of Portuguese troops. 


New fighting in northeast Rhodesia 


also creates yet another front for 
Smith's limited forces. Already he has 
1.000 miles of frontier to defend 
eastward against Incursions from 
Frelimo units in Mozambique, to the 


northwest against Zanla raids from 
Zambia, and on the southwest where 
Rhodesia meets Botswana. He is being 
helped by South African police units, 
and he is pressing for ever fiercer action 
by Portuguese forces. 


This week Smith called up army, 


police and air force reservists to meet 
the developing emergency.

Old friends in 
Australia and New Zealand have lost 
power. Continuation of sanctions will 
go on sapping the country's economy. 


All these things, in London's eyes, 


should strengthen the case of those 
Rhodesians who argue for a 
compromise with Britain.

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Research info rehabilitation 


Recommendations in Wisconsin to work toward more com- 


,-_ 
munity-based correctional programs are in line with similar 
ideas expressed by officials of the National Council for Crime 
and Delinquency. The general charge is that rehabilitation is 
virtually impossible within the present institutional system. 


Dr. Martin Groder will head a new Federal Center for 


Correctional Research at Camp Butner. North Carolina, where 
he will attempt just such rehabilitation within the institution. 
But some regulations concerning what will not be done already 
have been established. 


The Center actually will be relatively small. There will be 140 


psychiatric prisoners and 200 others carefully selected for 
research. The staff will number more than 200. "Transactional 
analysis" has been Dr. Groder's major method of dealing with 
prisoners in other programs. 


One of the major criticisms* of behavior research with 


prisoners has come from medical specialists and social workers, 
although not the general public. There are charges, especially in 
relation to a state institution in California, of the use of 
experimental methods such as electroshock, psychosurgery and 
drugs, not only on a temporary basis but to maintain peaceful 
prisoners even after the,y normally might not need such treat- 
ment. Indeterminate sentences, according to critics, have been 
used to extend the time in prison under such conditions. The aim 
has appeared to be not real rehabilitation but docility. A reader 
or viewer of Clockwork Orange knows to what hideous extent 
such practices can lead. 


Dr. Groder insists none of this can or will happen at Butner. 


No prisoners with indeterminate sentences will be sent there and 
he has no plans for drug therapy or surgery or "aversive 
treatment." 


If real rehabilitation takes place at Butner, it will be a major 


step forward. The success of such attempts at other institutions 
have so far not been noteworthy. Public apathy, lack of funds, a 
tendency to sentence offenders and forget about them have all 
contributed to the failures. More research is needed. Maybe Dr. 
Groder can provide some hopeful signs. 


Amnesfy is still a problem 


Little has been mentioned in this country since the presiden- 


tial election campaign about amnesty for draft evaders. While 
obviously time has to pass before emotions can cool and 
intelligent reasoning and action take place, a responsible 
Congress would move soon. 


The United States has never in its history been in the situation 


that the Vietnam war conflict produced, in which a considerable 
number of young Americans opposed our participation in the 
war enough to risk severe penalties. The nearest case is that of 
the Civil War when it was also considered — in the Confederate 
states — the highest form cf real patriotism to oppose the 
policies formed in Washington. Obviously the situations are far 
from identical but we can look at policies after the end of the 
Civil War for some precedence to use now. 


The Constitution gives the President "power to grant 


reprieves and pardons for offenses against the United States." 
President Washington used this section in pardoning par- 
ticipants in the Whiskey Rebellion, armed violence on a small 
scale protesting a federal tax on home-made whiskey. 


During the Civil War, President Lincoln made several offers of 


amnesty to southern troops but this was at least in part an 
attempt to end thejwar sooner. A universal amnesty bill for those 
who fought for the^Confederacy or gave them aid and comfort 
was not passed by Congress until 1898. Later presidential 
amnesty decisions concerned relatively small numbers of men 
whose cases had been clumsily handled during: World War II or 
who had run off after the Armistice of World 'jVar I. Along the 
way, there have been numerous incidents of harassment, even of 
conscientious objectors. The belligerent attitude needed for the 
successful waging of war does not permit much tolerance 
toward those who do not want to fight or otherwise help out in 
the fighting. Indeed it may be one of the lessons of Vietnam that 
a country not so dedicated cannot win and so shouldn't become 
committed in the first place. 


Low d/g/f syndrome 


A perennial source of quiet amusement for the officers and 


clerks of the state Division of Motor Vehicles, we may suppose, 
is the eagerness of some persons to acquire the low digit motor 
vehicle license plates issued by the state for purposes of easy 
identification of vehicles for law enforcement, including the 
collection of the vehicle tax. 
. There is apparent a widespread belief that possession of one of 
the low number sets of plates defines the political or other 
branches of the Wisconsin aristocracy, for the names of the 
holders of these metal identification devices tend for the most 
part to be prominent men and women. 


A Madison newspaper in a playful account of the zestful 


competition for such low numbers as proved by the long waiting 
line at the MVD offices one morning noted that a one digit plate 
list includes four Wisconsin members of the United States 
Congress, three state constitutional officers, one federal judge, 
and a small legion of lesser political figures. 


The competition, indeed, is so anxious and apparently has 


such far-flung political connotations that the commissioner of 
the division, no less, has assumed direct charge of the distribu- 
tion. Mr. Peterson has not held his office long. But he has 
occupied his desk long enough, apparently, to be sensitive to the 
anxieties of the prominent and influential in this regard. 


Recently Secretary Clapp of the state Department of Trans- 


portation, a domain which includes Mr. Peterson, told an 
unhappy story of poverty in his agency and asked the governor 
to support him in a plan to save $500,000 a year by substituting 
one vehicle license plate for the pair of plates that the state has 
traditionally provided. His was a melancholy narrative, on the 
whole, and in the spirit of his anxious presentation we would 
offer a modest proposal. 


The state now charges three dollars extra, for a total of $21.50, 


to those auto owners who want a special number or letter 
combination on their plates. It was a good idea by a member of 
the legislature several years ago. But it was too timid. According 
to the eager lines of special plate number applicants, the state 
could charge $10 or perhaps even $25. and thus abandon the idea 
of dropping the front-end identification on more than 2,000,000 
Wisconsin motor vehicles.

Madison area spawns Democrat leaders 


MADISON —The evidently settled positions 


of two comparatively young Madison poli- 
ticians as the leaders of the Democrats in the 
legislature raises once more the old question 
about the evidently easy rise of Madison's 
ambitious men in state affairs. 


The re-election without challenge of Rep. 


Norman Anderson as Assembly speaker ratifies 
his succession to that most visible legislative 
place that came with the resignation of another 
man two years ago. 


At the same time Sen. Fred Risser, a neighbor 


and fellow lawyer, has been returned to the 
quarterback role for the Democrats of the 
Senate. He is thus promised more seniority in 
that capacity than has been earned by any 
other man since the rise of his party and. 
barring mishaps, marks him as the probable 
majority leader if the Democrats take over the 
Senate as many believe they will one day. 


Tried once and failed 


In the executive office sits Gov. Patrick J. 


Lucey, who is in as sure command of the 
majority party as any recent governor. He likes 
to describe himself as a Crawford County 
product. But he has spent his adult life in 
Madison, rose to party prominence here, and 
almost surely would not have prospered in 
politics had he chosen to make his career in the 
state's remote southwestern corner. 


It is often forgotten, indeed, that he attempt- 


ed a political career in his home locality, failed, 
and then moved 


For more than a decade both United States 


Senators have called Madison home. Sen. Nel- 
son, indeed, attempted a political career in his 
home county of Polk, failed in 1946, 'came to 
Madison and was elected to the state legislature 
two years later and has held office without 
interruption since. 


That Nelson and colleague Proxmire will run 


for nominations without difficulty in the future 
is accepted without reservation, whatever the 
Republicans may have in store for them. 


The capita! city almost always has a member 


of the party's national committee. It has thrust 
into the limelight recently such younger men as 
Charles Smith as the state treasurer, largely 
because he was a Madison Democrat, and 
young Bronson LaFollette as two time attorney 
general and then nominee for governor. 


Metropolitan Madison is a sizeable consti- 


tuency of nearly a quarter of a million. Size is a 
factor. But it does not explain the Democratic 
strength. Milwaukee County has more than a 
million residents., It has not been able to 
challenge the Madison liberal establishment in 
party affairs. In the statehouse, its influence is 
in weight of numbers rather than intiative, 
leadership, strategy, or policy control. 


Secure in their careers 


Madison is so surely liberal that its aspiring 


young men find security in political careers, 


once they have won a place, even as was the 
Fox Valley for Republicans in earlier times. It is 
the center of political communications for the 
state. Thus the rewards in recognition and 
identity are quicker and more sure than in any 
other locality or district. Parttime politics is 
more convenient for ambitious men and 
women, and notably for lawyers. 


Rep. Midge Miller, in her second term in the 


Assembly, is surely one of the best known 
spokesmen for women in politics in Wisconsin. 


Anderson and Risser can walk from their law 


offices to the Capitol in no more than a few 
minutes. Their legislative colleagues for the 
most part spend a couple of days each week 
traveling to and from their homes and private 
affairs. For the Madison man there is financial 
gain in the legislature if he is a lawyer. For 
many others there is little or none. 


Madison is dominated by its public service 


employes, in the big state agencies and the 
university. Legislative office, therefore, is 
closer to the constituents than elsewhere. In 
other situations aldermen, mayors, sheriffs, and 
county leaders have more identity. 


In Milwaukee one of the chief reasons for the 


infrequency of top legislative representation is 
the fact that the legislature is an apprenticeship 
—in the typical view —for a more pleasant and 
remunerative place on the city council of the 
county board. Result: true political" power for 
Milwaukee in the statehouse is rare.

We of the labor movement are con- 


stantly being called all sorts of terri- 
ble names because we still believe there 
are wolves in the world. For instance, 
we are denounced as "Cold War 
Dinosaurs" because we refuse to take 
the Soviet "trade union movement" 
seriously. What we know is that this 
bogus union is headed by a secret 
policeman — it's as much of a union as 
the old Nazi "Labor Front." 


We refuse to be taken in by the neo 


isolationists who say that the rest of the 
world is none of our business. It's too 
bad about the Soviet Jews, they say, 
but that's their internal affair. We can't 
be the policeman of the world. 


A lecture undelivered 


Well, I don't suggest that we should 


be the policeman of the world, but I 


, would urge some of our intellectual 


friends to read the Nobel lecfUce of 
Aleksandr Solzhenitsyn — the lecture 
he couldn't deliver because the Russian 
government wouldn't allow him to ac- 
cept the prize. "There are no 'internal 
affairs' left on our crowded earth," 
wrote Solzhenitsyn. "And mankind's 
sole salvation lies in everyone making 
everything his business; in the people of 
the East being vitally concerned with 
what is thought in the West; the people 
of the West vitally concerned with 
what goes on in the East." 


We in the American labor movement 


are vitally concerned. For example, you 
don't have to be Jewish to like Israel. 
You just have to believe in certain 
principles — which happen coinciden- 
tally to be the principles of our labor 
movement. What are they? 


First is a belief in democracy. But, of 


course, 
everybody 
believes 
in 


democracy. Maybe so... but there are a 
number of people who, when pushed, 
qualify this. They are for democracy 
but. . . they are for democracy under 
certain conditions. How often have you 
heard so-called sophisticated people 
say, "Oh, I'm all for democracy, but let's 
face it: you can't have democracy in the 
underdeveloped countries" — in what 
they fashionably call the "Third 
World." 


This form of cultural snobbery 


turned up a while back in the "New 
York Times Magazine" when Professor 
John Kenneth Galbraith presented his 
thoughts on a recent trip to China. He 
was very impressed by what he saw, 
but we found his views in one area 
particularly interesting. As you may 
know. Dr. Galbraith thinks that trade 
unions are obsolete in a country like the 
United States — they keep making 
trouble for economic "experts." He 
looked around for unions in Com- 
munist China, but there weren't any. 
He concluded. "Unions seem to have 
been a casualty of the Cultural 
Revolution. The Chinese are assigned 
to jobs and they are required to remain 
where they are assigned." 


Galbraith sums up 


Well, I guess that explains why there 


are no unions. You can't have unions in 
a society where people are forced to 
work when and where the government 
tells them to. But what does the liberal 
professor think of this system? Listen: 
"The Chinese economy isn't the 
American or European future. But it is 
•the Chinese future. And let there be no 
doubt: for the Chinese it works." 


In other words, it's no good for us 


Americans and other enlightened folks,

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Chiropractors, doctors 
prepare for new Battle 
. MADISON—The new session of the 
$tate legislature will be the stage for a 
mew round of one of the most 
acrimonious, perennial struggles the 
fcwmakers are called upon to arbitrate. 
• It is the continued quarrel between 
the chiropractors and the medical doc- 
tors about the rights and the aspira- 
ijons of the former. 
j Considered in numbers of combat- 
ants, the contest appears uneven. 
There are only about 440 chiropractors 
holding Wisconsin state licenses, but 
tjieir professional society says only 
about 325 are now in active practice 
here. There are about 5.000 Wisconsin- 
licensed physicians, and about 4,400 of 
them are actively treating patients, 
according to their professional or- 
ganization. 
•. Yet the chiropractors have been 
winning rounds in the political arena as 
they demand an enlargement of their 
rights. The physicians recognize their 
gains, and are alarmed about them and 
determined to resist more effectively in 
the legislative process.

He is 
Carl Lauri. a former state senator, who 
has denounced the Lucey task force as 
"loaded with doctors". Lauri points to 
the recent approval by the Congress of 
chiropractic service reimbursement for 
care to Medicare patients as an indica- 
tion of the drift of opinion in the 
country. 


Thus far the chiropractors have 


evidently been more enterprising and 
more effective in grass roots political 
activity, including involvement in the 
campaigns of candidates for the 
legislature who must make the 
decisions to enact the laws they seek. 


"Our people have been active, and 


that is legitimate enterprise for the 
citizen," he remarks. 


Leaders of the Medical Society also 


have appealed to their colleagues for 
more political involvement, and at the 
last annual meeting of the group levied 
an assessment of $10 upon each 
member to finance a special "educa- 
tional campaign." That effort will be 
directed to the cultivation of public and 
political opinion in the new legislative 
session, according to plans. 


One of the effective methods pn 


behalf of chiopractors has been a 
substantial volume of mail from their 
patients to legislators, including those 
many who have rural and small town 
constituencies. The prompting of such 
mail is regarded by most physicians as 
ethically improper, according to one 
Medical Society spokesmen. Physicians 
are also less available for active poli- 
tical campaign assistance to legislative 
candidates, other observers have noted.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The suicide 


of a Texas youth has prompted the 
Supreme Court to review the govern- 
ment's responsibility over conditions in 
local jails. 


On any given day, about 4,000 federal 


prisoners are in state and local jails 
waiting to be tried or sentenced. 


The jails often are overcrowded and 


the facilities substandard, Chief Judge 
John R. Brown of the U.S. Circuit Court 
has said. Inmates routinely subject 
other prisoners to "varieties of 
subhuman treatment that no citizen of 
a civilized nation... should be compelled 
to endure," Brown wrote last July. 


Thejudgeandtwo others, JohnMinor 


Wisdom and Irving L. Goldberg, wanted 
their court to reconsider its ruling that 
the parents of the youth, Reagan E. 
Logue of Corpus Christ!, were not en- 
titled to damages for his death. 


They lost, 12 to 3. but on Monday the 


Supreme Court agreed to hear the 
parents' appeal.

The 18-year-old boy faced federal trial 


on charges of conspiring to smuggle 229 
pounds of marijuana into the United 
States when he was placed in the 
Nueces County jail. 


Doctors, mindful of a suicide attempt 


and a diagnosis'that the youth was 
acutely psychotic, had recommended' 
he be kept in a hospital, the appeal said.

The parents are seeking the $5.000 in 


damages awarded in 1971 by U.S. Dist.

tion. 


"This is not so much a plea for 


gradualism but rather a plea to use the 
apparatus we have." Stockton 
Heiffrich. director of the National As- 
sociation of Broadcasters' code 
authority, told the Federal Com- 
munications Commission Monday. 


"...In the current climate of change, 


where all of us want improvements in 
our society's imperfections which most 
stand out, there is a prevailing temptat- 
ion to malign and negate that which has 
been laboriously built .... 


"The 
code—in 
my 
opinion, 


wisely—makes haste slowly. It cannot 
move faster than the necessary fact- 
gathering and due process permit. That 
is a positive, really: where the es- 
tablishment of new policies pertain, 
better right than sorry." 


Heiffrich told the commission he 


questions a suggestion that a minority 
of public members be added to the code 
review board. 


That suggestion was advanced by the 


Rev. Edward A. Powers, general secre- 
tary of the division of Christian educa- 
tion of the United Church of Christ. 


"The NAB code review board." he 


said, "should be augmented by the 
presence of public members to evaluate 
children's programming and to act as 
advisers to the NAB board of directors 
with respect to the needs of children and 
how they should be fulfilled." 


The Rev. Mr. Powers said these 


members should not be named by the 


industry, but rather by such groups as 
the League of Women Voters, the Nat- 
ional Education Association, the 
AFL-CIO, and Action for Children's 
Television—ACT. 


The FCC is holding hearings on a 


petition by ACT, a citizens' group based 
in Newtonville, Mass.. to ban all com- 
mercials from children's TV programs 
and to require at least 14 hours weekly 
of programs aimed at specific age 
groups from 2 to 12.

Broadcasting Co., the Columbia Broad- 
casting System and the National 
Broadcasting Co.—testified against the 
proposal. 
Australians end 
U.S. boycott 


SYDNEY (AP) -The two-week-old 


boycott protesting the American 
bombing of North Vietnam was called 
off today by the Australian Maritime 
Union. Two other unions involved in the 
boycott are expected to follow suit. 


Maritime Union Secretary Elliott V. 


Elliott said the boycott was stopped at 
the request of the Australian Council of 
Trade Unions, but that members had the 
right to resume it. He said the ban was 
worthwhile because of the worldwide 
reaction it provoked. 


One of the results was a retaliatory 


boycott of Australian ships by 
longshoremen on the U.S. East Coast. 
Nine Australian ships carrying meat 
and wool have been tied up. Only two 
American ships were affected by the 
Australian boycott. 


For NBC, Howard Monderer said his 


network has "tried on a planned basis 
over the last seven years to do what our 
critics are asking you to force us to do," 
only to see it lose a quarter of its 
children's audience and to suffer a 
decline in revenues.

"force" North Vietnam back to the 
bargaining table. 
- Whether the savage aerial bombard- 
ment will in the end have those effects 
is still undetermined. However, the 
objective evidence so far is that it will. 


Thus, South Vietnamese President 


Nguyen Van Thieu is singing a different 
tune today than he was on Oct. 20, 
when he kept Henry Kissinger 
President Nixon's chief foreign policy 
ad*is*«-. cooling his heels in Saigon for 
almost 24 hours. 


Thieu will abide by terms 


- At that time. Thieu's intransigence 
was total. Today, Thieu is letting it be 
known that, even if he regards a 
ceasefire 
agreement 
between 


Washington and Hanoi as unaccepta- 
ble, he will abide by its terms with or 
without his own signature. 
1 One explanation for this most im- 
portant change in Thieu is the fact that 
North Vietnam's major cities have now 
been devastated with an estimated 
several hundred thousand civilians 
evacuated to the countryside. Another 
reason, also derived from the renewed 
bombing, is that Thieu now has had 
almost three full months to propagan- 
dize his own country and prepare it for 
the radically different political situa- 
tion that will follow a ceasefire.

guidelines used by the government to 
determine whether a person is poor. 
-The department announced recent- 
ly that the new levels are about $193 
higher than last year's. The guidelines 
are used to determine eligibility for 
federal programs for the poor. 
TUnder the new guidelines, a single 
person living in a nonfarm area of the 
Continental United States is considered 
poor if he has a net income of less than 
$2,100 a year. The poverty level for a 
nonfarm family of four is $4,200. 


The poverty level for persons living 


on a farm is $1,800 for a single person 
and $3,575 for a family of four. 
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Why Nixon resumed 
N. Vietnam bombing 


The full effect of that aerial bom- 


bardment is still not known, but an 
editorial in Hanoi's Communist party 
newspaper, Nhan Dan. broadcast 
through North Vietnam two days ago, 
gives a shuddering glimpse. 


"In the recent days of fierce fight- 


ing," the editorial said, "tens of 
thousands of compatriots in Hanoi... 
have left the city... Our urban compa- 
triots understand that evacuation is 
aimed at creating conditions for our 
armed forces to fight and win. Let each 
of us endeavor to implement the policy 
according to which only people 
required for combat, combat support, 
production and communications and 
transportation activities remain in the 
cities." 


The "duty" of the rural provinces, the 


editorial continues, "is to serve the 
people properly by supplying them 
food, foodstuffs, and staple goods so 
that the evacuees can stabilize their 
lives quickly." 


Although couched mostly in flat, 


bureaucratic prose, the editorial hinted 
at the tensions and panic produced by 
the bombing. Thus, political cadres 
"have cooperated in motivating the 
compatriots to evacuate and in assist- 
ing families in their travel." 


Agreement appears near 


Beyond 
that, 
longtime 
Hanoi- 


watchers here strongly suspect that 
Hanoi knew the bombing would halt as 
a precondition for the new round of 
Paris talks. On the basis of its past 
actions, Hanoi would not have risked 
blocking all chance of more negotia- 


tions without hard knowledge that Mr. 
Nixon had put a terminal point on the 
bombing. 


Consequently, with Thieu softened 


up by more time and arms and with 
Hanoi softened up by the devastation of 
bombing, the prospect of Kissinger 
finally reaching agreement at Paris 
within the next three weeks is better 
than 50-50. 


But Hanoi still has one ace in the 


hole: the possibility — still less than 
even — that the new congress might 
undercut Kissinger's bargaining power 
by imposing a fund cut-off for all aid to 
Saigon. 


Thus, if there is any logic left in the 


decisions of the principal actors in 
America's longest war. the upcoming 
round of negotiations in Paris should be 
the final round. If it is not, Mr. Nixon 
will confront an excruciating dilemma: 
he could renew the bombing at the risk 
of alienating U.S. allies, probably forc- 
ing cancellation of his plans to visit 
Europe next spring. Or he could sell out 
Saigon, something he has sworn never 
to do.

If a faculty member does not attain 
tenure in seven years, he usually loses 
his job. The decision on whether to 
grant tenure rests with a faculty 
member's tenured colleagues.

by spokesmen for the UW faculty as « 
threat to academic freedom. 
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
